Continuation of 2. NOTE: On page 8, last paragraph of Remarks, Applicants stated that they canceled claims 17 and 18 and 
incorporated the limitations into claim 1; also canceled calims 35 and 36 ind incorporated into independent claim 19. However, in 
addition to incorporating claims 17-18 into claim 1, and incorporating claims 35-36 into claim 19, Applicant's added new limitation into 
claims 1 and 19: "wherein control means in the form of mouse for operating system are mounted on a pilot controls of aircraft", which are 
not present in claims 17-18 and 35-36. Notice, that that those new limitations are not supprted in the specificatio or in drawings. 
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
